The syndiciate clalms that {ts bld would
produce $£20,000.000 more to the govern-
ment than any other bid, and urges that
the sale be adjourncd until December
16th, to enable Congress to determine
hs to the advisability of the acceplance
of bonds In part payment.

EDISON'S LATEST DISCOVERY,

Recovering by Electricity the Iron
3 in Low-Girnde Ores,

NEW YORK, October .—Thomas A.
Edison's newly-discovered process of re-
covering by electrical means the iron
comalned in low-grade ores, the fHrst
authoritative account of which is publish-
ed in the KEleetrical Review, will un-
doubtedly have a far-reaching effect upon
the iron industry throughout the world.
For the past six years Mr, Edison has
been working quletly and steadily to
solve the problem which has so much
commercial Imiportance in this Industriai
field. His experiments have been carried
on at the old Ogden fron-mines, a Tew
miles from Dover, N, J., and he has spent
ubout $00,000 of his own money to achleve
HUCCesA,

The plant whers the néw process was
first tried, and then hrought to perfec-
tion, covers several acres of ground, andg
Is part of a tract of some 5000 acres of
mountain land which Mr, Edison says
contalns 200 000,000 tons of low-grade ore,
and from which he declares, by this new
process, 50,000,000 tons of iron can be pro-
duced. His plant, though more of an €x-
periment station than a commercial en-
terprise, I8 to-day ecapable of producing
dally from 1,000 1o 130 tons of almost
chemically pure lron.

The extent of Mr., Edison's operations
mny be judged from the fact that he
states that he now controls all the known
tracts of magnetite, this low-grade ore,
in the United States. Despite the atrain
of working out his hundreds of ldeas, and
upplying them to practical purposes, Mr.
Fdison has had time to purchase large
blocks of land, untll he has now ARccumu-
Inted 16,000 acres, situated in New York,
New Jersey, and Pennsylvanii.

Like the majority of his inventions, this
latest achievement of Mr. Edison's |8
comparatively simple. It consists in ap-
plying ‘the principle of the magnet, but
on a tremendous scale, By this meéans he
draws the lttle bluck particles of ore
from the pulverized rock. From the time
the ore Is blasted until it is Tesolved into
this metallic form and compressed into
briguettes for shipment, the process 18
entlrely automatle.

NECTION WITH JUDGESHIPS,

ALLEGATION  TOUCHING  PRYOR.

it In Met With a Categorieal Deninl—
Suggestion of Proceedingn Agninst
George for Libel—Much FPersonal
Talk.

NEW YORK. October 28.—Henry George
s supplylng the greater part of the
“ginger” that Is belng consumed in the
municipal campaign. His allegations
touching the Integrity of the recognized
chiefs of both the leading parties ure ex-
citing wide interest, though they are met
by those most directly concerned with a
showing of Indifference that does credit
to thelr capacity for going uUnruffied
through a political campalgn of foot-ball
feroelty,

The most specific of Mr, Ceorges's ulle-
gations are that Roger A. Pryor pald
Itichard Croker $15,000 for the judgeship
the former holds; that $22,000 was pald
for a seat upon the bench for Judge In-
grahain, and that other judiclal offices
were made the object of barter by the
so-called political bosses,

Jandge Pryor has made a categorical
denlal that he ever pald, or caused to
be puld, directly or Indirectly, any sum
whatsoever for the nomination, and a
like denlal has been made by others of
the judges involved in George's allega-
tions,

That judgeghips “come high" is, how-
ever, a fact well known and freely ad-
mitted. The sworn statement of elee-
tlon expenges on file In the County Clerk's
office show that since the law requirlng
Itemized statements of such expenses
went into effect the following sums have
been so paid: By Judge McAdams. $15,000;
Hy Judge Pryor, $10.6060; by Judge Ingra-
ham, $7.000; by Judge Newberger, $6,155;
by Judge Ehrich, $,40; by Judge 8mythe,
$.000, and by other judges sums below
this amount down to $210. These sums,
it should be made clear, are for so-called
legitimate election expenses.

George alleges that in addition to the
sums admitted to have been pald, as
above, the judges have been blackmalled
out of other and In some Instances larger
sums. It s for this alleged extortion
or blackmall, and for other kindred of-
fences, which he asserts have bean pric-
ticed, that George threatens Croker and
Platt with the penitentiary.

Posgibly because of the latitude fre-
quently allowed in political campalgns,
there has been no move to proceed against
George for llbel.

If George Is dolng a great deal of talk-
Ing, so, however, are Tracy and Low,
though the latter are less sensational
and. personal {n their uiterances, The
only exception to the rule among the
mayoralty candidates 18 Van Wyck,
whose star speech, delivered last night
tefore the Tammany Hall Democracy,
wis limited to thirtty words of com-
monplace expression of a hearty greete

'YELLOW-FEVER SITUATION,

No Material Change nt New Orleans.
Twenty-Nine New Cases,

NEW ORLEANS, October 28 —To-day's
record of new cases and deaths has not
worked any materinl change in the yel-
low-fever situation, which, while not as
bright as it might be, Is not regarded by
the Doard of Health officials as alarm-
ing. In the matter of fatalitles, the un-
favorable weather militates agalnst the
patlents, though, In comparison with the
cases under treatment, the death-rate
1s not considered excessive,

The first reports recelved this morning
at the Board of Health iIndicated that
the situation was Improving somewhat,
but later It Jooked as if the duy would
be a record-breaker in the way of new
cases, There wus a lull, however, and
the situntion remains unchanged.

Everything Is being done to Isolate the
case®, It Is noticed that the discase has
been spreading among children whose
uges range from 4 to 14 years. The
Board of Health officials are having more
work than they can attend to, and the
disinfecting corps cannot fumigate premi-
ses as rapldly as is desired,

THE BDIMETALLIC NEGOTIATIONS,

Sir Michnel Hicrks-Beach on Great
Britnin's Position.
LONDON, October ZK—8ir Michael
Hicks-Besch, Chancellor of the Exche-
quer, speaking at Bristol this evening,
reviewed at length the history of the re-
cent currency negotlations betwaen
Great Britain, the United States, and
Fracee. The Chancellor of the Exche-
gquer sald that he thought the decision
of the Indian Government not o open
the mints perfectly right. That view
might not be shared, he observed, by all
his colleagues in the Cabinet; but they
were unanimous as to the impossibility

of overrullng Indla’s decision.

The government was pledged to main-
tain the gold standard, and had treated
ths subject, not in the light of such
theoretical opinlon as members of the
government might hold, but as practical
statesmen, and they had arrived at a
conclusion which they would be able,
if chalienged, to justify before Parlia-
ment or the country.

The Chancellor of the Exchequer de-
tended the policy of the governor of tha
Bank of England on the question of a
silver reserve, declaring that the gover-
nor had adopted a proper and cautious
attitude,

With reference to India's reply, he ex-
pressed  his doubts whether the gold
standard could be adopted in India as
yet, and he sald he wished the Indlan
Government had more clearly stated the
ground for its bellef that the gold stand-
ard could be more effective,

DID THE ITRISH SULK?

Charge of Sort Suggested Against
Troops in India.
LONDON, October 2.—The Da'ly’

Chronicle this morning prints a sensa-

tional telegram from Bombay, which

SRYS:

There is much speculation here as to
the reasons for the withdrawal of the
Becond Battalien of the Royal Irish Reg-
iment from Samapna to Rawalpindl. It 1s
asserted, on one hand, that the men
sulked at a eritical moment, and refused
to march further. On the other hand,
Colonel Lawrence says that two com-
panles were at the front, with the other
troops, on the day in question, while the
remaining companies ware retired hy
order of u staff officer. This latter state-
ment is contradicted from heatlquarters
Ly the assertion that the: order was to
advance and not to retire.

When the entire battallon was with-
drawn to Rawalpindl, General Bir Yeat-
man Biggs gave as a reason that it was
saturated with malaria, A medieal ex-
amination was demanded, and this de-
veloped the fact that & per cent, of the
men were quite healthy.

Commenting upon this dispateh, the
Dally Chronicle says: “Evidently, some-
body has blundered, and the case is one
that demands inquiry. It Is a singular
fact that while there are numerous
Scotch battalions on the Northwestern
Indian frontier, there are only one or two

This Change
of the Bellef That the Hod
No Practieal lculmmioib
Vested In the Council.

The speclal Councll committee on char-
ter changes held a protracted session last
night, and finally adopted the bill pro-
viding for a board of finnnee, with some
important changes. Several other mitlers
of Importance were alse acted upon. it
was decided to recommend the'abolition
of the Board of Public Interest, and that
1he two branches of the City Council be
given power to elect vice-presidents and

presidents pro tem.

The bill providing for a board of finance
was the most interesting matter before
the committee, and every section of It
was carefully gone over, with tho assist-
ance of City-Attorney Meredith, it being
decided that the Councll shall recommend
1he first board to the Legisiature,

GET DOWN TO BUSINESS,

Some trouble wns experienced in get-
ting a4 quorum,. but finally, after a de-
Iny of three guarters of an hour, five
members, the requisite number, preseént-
ed themeelves, They were Mossrs. Roun-
tree, Allen, Ryan, Carter, and Harrelson.

Mr. Caskle, president of the Councll,
and City-Attorney Meredith were pre-
sent by Invitation, and both advised the
committes " concerning Its recommenda-
tions,

The first matter taken up was the
clause in the charter providing for a
board of public Interest, and Mr, Caskie
was heard In relation to it. He favored
the absolute abolition of the board or
an Inerease of its powers. Theoretically,
he sald, he thought the board was o
very good thing, but practically, it
amounted to naught, It had proved im-
possible, he stated, to get the members
of the board to attend n meeting, and,
consequently, nothing was ever done by
the members, save the nomination of
the police and fire commissioners. Tho
board has existed for twenty-two Years,
and Mr. Cuskie said that, so far as his
knowledge extended, the board had done
nothing in that time, save to selwot
commissioners,

COULD DO A GREAT WORK.

Mr. Allen thought the board could do
a very great work for the clty if It
would only attend to its dutles, especlal-
ly could the board prove valuable in
making suggestions and recommenda-
tions to the Councll with reference 1o
rallroad and street Improvements, A
general desultory discussion was Indulged
in, and the question of whether the
abolition of the board would not operate
to make the Chamber of Commerce more
actlve was consldered,

Mr. Caskie was asked what recom-
mendations he could make concerning an
inerease of the board's powers, and re-
plied that he was hardly prepared to
make any.

powering the two branches to elect
such offlcers, and giving the officers
when elected pewer (o act for the

president in all matters during his ab-
sence. The amendment also provided ior
the electlon of presidents pro tempore,
who shall preside over the two bodies in
the absence of the regular presiding
efticers,

This amendment was recommended, as
was another, providing for changing sec-
tion #M8, so that the jaller of the ity
shall pay the salaries of all deputies or
guards needed for the safekeeping of
prisoners In the city jall. According to
the present statutes, the city 1s assessed
$1,800 per unnum for this purpose,

THE BOARD OF FINANCE,

The question of establishing a board
of finance was next taken up, and, on
Mr. Allen’s motion, the bill prepared by
City-Attorney Meredith and printed in
the Dispatch last week, was consldered.
The committee had previously consldered
seven sections of the bill, but, going back
for a moment to the first gection, It was
decided to recommend the names of the
first board, and member from each ward.

The eighth section of the bill was then
considered. This sectlon has for its pur-
pose the restriction of each department’s
expenditures to the amount specified in
the appropriation. This provision was
ngread to, and the ninth was taken up.
This section simply relates to the &ap-
plication of appropriations, and was
adopted. Section 10 refers to the salaries
of city employees, and places restrictions
and lmitations on the Increase and re-
duction of salaries, excluding the Board
of Fire Commissioners alone from Lhe
restrictlons. Mr. Carter thought this de-
partment should be placed on the same
footing with all others. This clause was
stricken out, and the section, as amended,
wis adopted,
